Lisbon, April 7.—Seven persons were 
shot to death and 100 others were 
wounded by soldiers after ihe voting 
In the elections in this cliy had ended. 
The rioting was widespread and such 
Was the confusion during the violent 
conflict between the populace and the 
municipal guard that the guardsmen, 
mistaking Infantrymen who had been 
called out for members of the mob, 
fired a volley into their ranks, seri­ 
ously wounding three of the soldiers. 
The night was one of terror for Lis­ 
bon. which seemed suddenly aflame 
with revolt. 
Lauds of men ran wildly 
through 
the 
streets, 
brandishing 
weapons, while the sharp crack of 
rifles was heard in various sections 
of the city. 
Thousands of the most 
peaceable Citizens fled to their homes j 
just as tiiey did on tbe night after the 
assassinution of King Carlos and the 
crown prince. 
The principal rioting was the result 
of a dispute between the Republicans 
and the Monarchists regarding the 
counting of votes. 
The Republicans 
had been fearing fraud at the various 
Lisbon iKjlling p la ces and made a de 
termlned stand for tbeli rights at St. 
Dominique's church, wlii<h is in the 
center ot the city, a district that is 
practically the stronghold ol Repub­ 
licanism. 
Both ihe Republicans and 
Monarchists 
kepi 
a 
sharp 
watch 
throughout the day. 
As the voters 
were following the ancient itisiom of 
voting in 
the churches, they filed 
steadily but slowly-into historic St. 
Dominique’s and deposited their bal­ 
lots in the official voting boxes. When 
the polls closed, the Monarchist elec­ 
tion officers declared that it was too 
late to count the votes and proposed 
to keep the list in the church and 
count them in the morning. 
The Re­ 
publican tellers refused to assent to 
ibis, 
insisting 
upon 
an 
immediate 
count, followed by tbe sealing of the 
boxes. 
General Fight 
Followed. 
The difference between the officials 
spread to the crowds that filled the 
church and in a moment blows were 
struck and then a general fight fol­ 
lowed. 
Suddenly the municipal guard 
arrived and cleared the edifice of the 
struggling combatants at tbe point of 
the bayonet. 
in the meantime the crowd outside 
the church had been greatly augment­ 
ed and tlie guardsmen's appearance at 
the doors after they had forced the 
people into ihe streets was the signal 
for a shower of stones, under which 
they were forced to retreat to the in­ 
terior of the edifice. 
As they retired 
they fired a volley from their rifles, 
bringing down several of the rioters. 
The mob steadily increased and shouts 
and imprecations and « ties of anger 
wete heard on every side. 
The riot­ 
ers armed themselves anew and soon 
the edifice was literally surrounded 
and besieged by a maddened mob. 
The guardsmen fired Intermittent!} 
through the doorways, but the volleys 
■were feeble and ineffectual. Eventual­ 
ly Hie commanding officer plated a 
detail on ihe balcony over the main 
portal, from which point of vantage 
the guardsmen fired repeatedly into 
the 
surging 
populace, 
wounding a 
large number. 
Still the mob did not 
give way, but only attacked the church 
in an attempt to reach the guard the 
more 
furiously. 
Several 
guardsmen 
were wounded, but they were replaced 
on the balcony by others and for 
three hours the fight continued. 
The 
three companies of infantry and a 
troop of cavalry wdth one battery ap­ 
peared, driving all before them. 
By 
this time night had fallen and there 
ensued in the darkness a desperate 
and uncertain hand to hand encounter 
between the soldiers and the rioters. 
The later now numbered thousands. 
They wrenched paving stones front 
the streets and rushed in ths nearby 
houses, where they snatched all sorts 
of missiles, which they hurled at the 
troops.

armed with revolvers, which they did 
hot hesitate to use in the attack. 


Guard Fired Upon Infantry. 


Just as the soldiers reached the 
tquare fronting the church, the guard 
on the balcony fired a volley directly 
Into the ranks of infantrymen and

wounded. 
In the confusion and dark­ 
ness the guardsmen had 
mistaken 


them for a hand of rioters.

Guardsmen, who were sta­ 
tioned there, cleared the church with 
clubbed rifles, but outside they were 
greeted with yells of derision and an 
avalanche of stones. 
The guardsmen

Large numbers have been arrested. 
The people are now in a state of 
feverish unrest and it Is feared that 
there may be a recurrence of tbe 
bloodshr d.

provision, however, 
diminishes

The bill further makes each party re-

thereof. 
The Dill as passed by the house was 
transmitted to the senate and on tno- 
tiou oi Senator Dolllver was laid on 
the table subject to being called up 
at any time.

ROOSEVELT’S BIRD LORE. 


British 
Naturalist Surprised by the 
President’s Knowledge. 
R. Keatnor. the well known British j 
naturalist, was entertained recently at j 
the White House by President Boose-1 
velt. He lectured by request to an nu-; 
dience which included the British am ­ 
bassador and the president, showiug; 
unique pictures of birds building their j 
nests, 
brooding 
and 
feeding 
their | 
young, flying over their rocky fast­ 
nesses and diving in the sea. 
Mr. Keatnor wrote the following for 
the New York Times: "I am charmed 
by the wonderful knowledge, kindli­ 
ness and brilliance of President Roose­ 
velt. He is truly great. After lunching 
with him one day at the White House 
he took me for a drive In the country 
and introduced me to a good many 
American birds. I thought that I knew 
something about stalking small birds, 
but bls quickness of eye aud ear and i 
the infinite pains he took that I might 
get a good 
view of his feathered 
friends among the branches of tall 
trees astonished me. 
“Together we stealthily crept over | 
muddy, slippery hillsides and beneath j 
dripping undergrowth stalking wood-1 
peckers, phoebes, cardinal birds, tree 
sparrows or other winged creatures. 
“The president wished to show me. 
and as we followed the course of a 
river he remarked. ‘Here is the place 
to see an American kingfisher,’ and al­ 
most immediately exclaimed with boy­ 
ish impulsiveness. ‘I hear his notes.’ 
Stalking cautiously in the direction in 
dicated by President Roosevelt, I ob 
tained a good view of the bird, which 
Is larger than its British representa 
five, but not so brilliantly colored.

have 
tramped 
English 
woods. 
Welsh hillsides and Scottish mountains 
with many good walkers, but have sel­ 
dom come across a man who could 
touch President Roosevelt at getting 
over rough ground while on the alert 
for any living thing that might betray 
Its presence by sound or movement. I 
had the extrem e satisfaction of thank­ 
ing the ruler of the United States of 
America for giving me the greatest 
ornithological treat I have ever en­ 
joyed in my life. 
“Ju st to Indicate this great m an’s 
kindness of heart I will mention a fact 
that immensely pleased me. After my 
lecture at the White House was over 
the president shook hands with the 
two men who had shown my slides 
and anim ated pictures on the screen 
and thanked them for the adm irable 
way In which they had done their 
work.”

to see how any resident of Brainerd 
could form any intelligent estim ate of 
the value of the plant and say W’hether 
it was w’orth $25,000, or more or 25 
cents. 
Alderman Twohey w’ould not con­ 
sider the old plant at all. 
He would 
simply ignore it and put in a new plant. 
Alderman D rexler did not think that 
wise. 
He would lay aside all personal 
feeling and deal as he would for him­ 
self. 
Council should do w hat seemed 
the best from a business standpoint. 
He said there would be u large number 
of property owners who would not 
change from the present to the city 
plant and that with no fire pressure to 
keep up the present plant, w’ith the 
railroad pumping could make money 
when the city plant w’ould be losing.

Mr. Morgan would

tract should be signed by both parties 
coverning the services rendered. 
It was then decided to adjourn

New York, April 7.—The case of the 
governm ent against the G reat North­ 
ern 
Railway 
company, 
in 
which 
charges of violating the Elkins anti­ 
rebating law are involved, was heard 
before Judge Holt and a Jury in the 
United States circuit court. 
But one 
witness, George T. Roberts, an audi­ 
tor of the interstate com m erce com­ 
mission, was heard. 
H e was intro­ 
duced by the prosecution and testified 
that he m ade an exam ination of the 
records of Hie commission and found 
no tariffs of a through rate filed r e ­ 
specting the shipm ents of sugar com­ 
plained of. 
Counsel for the defense adm itted 
that rebates had been granted to the 
American Sugar Refining company ag­ 
gregating $14,599, but contended that 
inasmuch as they w ere m ade in 1902, 
before the Elkins law went into ef­ 
fect, he would ask the jury to acquit 
his clients. 
The governm ent’s counsel argued, 
however, that even though the sh ip ­ 
m ents w ere made before the passage 
of the law Hie rebates were paid two 
years later, or in 1904, and that the 
railroad company m ust therefore be 
held liable. 
Poth sides rested th eir cases on the 
agreed 
facts that 
the sugars 
were 
transported in 1902. that the Elkins 
law' was enacted in IOO!',, and that the 
rebates w ere paid in 1904.

BLOW TO C. 0. D. LIQUOR 


Senate Committee Agrees on Bill Reg 
ulating Shipments. 
W ashington, April 7.—A fter extend 1 
ed hearings and exhaustive argum ents 
by the mem bers of the senate commit­ 
tee on judiciary that com m ittee has 
agreed upon a bill dealing with the 
shipm ents of liquors from one state oi 
territory to another sta te or territory. 
The m easure will he reported by Sen­ 
ator Knox, who was chairm an of the 
sub-committee which 
conducted the 
hearings. 
It is com paratively simple 
in form, providing that there shall be 
no “collect on delivery” packages of 
liquor shipped in in terstate commerce 
w here fictitious nam es are used and 
that tile nam e of the consignor and 
consignee shall be stated plainly. The 
provision is designed to elim inate the 
practice of railroad and express agents 
acting as agents for liquor houses.

Vanderbilt’s coach, the Venture, be­ 
tween London aud Brighton during the 
coming summer are uow practically 
complete. 
In accordance with tradi­ 
tion the running of the Venture will 
be advertised by pictorial posters giv­ 
ing, in addition to a sketch of a four- 
in-hand going along at a spanking 
rate. guard sounding his “yard of tin.” | 
and so forth, the fees and time table. 
with the signatures of Mr. Vanderbilt 
as proprietor and Charles Wilson as 
manager. 
; 
There will be eight changes en route, 
the points of call being most of the 
historic coaching houses on the fam ous 
Brighton road, says a London corre­ 
spondent of the 
New 
York Times. 
Starting from the Victoria 
hotel In 1 
Northumberland avenue, the Venture 
will 
pull 
up 
at 
the 
Metropole 
at 
Brighton, changes being made at the 
following inns on the way: Putney 
H eath, Green Man; New Malden, Nor- 
blton Park hotel; Burgh Heath. Surrey 
Yeoman; Reigate. White Hart; Craw­ 
ley. 
George; 
Ha microns. 
Red 
Lion; 
Bolney, Queen’s Head inn; Pyeeotnbe, 
Plough. 
Eleven a. rn. Is the hour fixed for the 
start, and the arrival is timed for 5:30 
p. rn. 
The hours for the return Jour­ 
neys from Brighton to London will be 
the same 
One hour will lie allowed for lunch­ 
eon. which will be taken at the W hite 
H art, Reigate. on the outw ard Journey, 
at alKiut 1:15 p rn., and on tile home­ 
w ard journey 
probably 
at the pic­ 
turesque old George Inn at Crawley, 
at the same time. 
Three extra horses will lie pressed 
Into service at two hilly points. 
At 
Burgh H eath a cockhorse (an extra 
horse ridden by a boy) will be kept at 
the Surrey Yeoman to go out and meet 
the coach in order to help the team up 
the steep hill Fading to that place. 
T he long, wearing Reigate hill will be 
tackled 
with 
an 
additional 
pair of 
horses, and Mr. Vanderbilt will alw ays 
top the downs with a team of six. 
The Venture will carry twelve pas­ 
sengers. and the single fare for the 
whole journey 
will 
be 
15 shillings, 
w ith an extra half crown for a box 
seat. 
At least sixty horses will be stabled 
over the route, and thus there will be 
an ample reserve for all emergencies. 
T he town team of the famous Vander­ 
bilt grays and the reserve grays are to 
be stabled at Lee's Mews, Grosvenor 
square, whence they will briug the 
Venture to the Hotel Victoria every 
Monday. W ednesday and Friday m orn­ 
ing and nm it to the first change at 
Putney Heath. 
There Is to be no galloping stage, as 
there always was in the old coach­ 
ing days, a stage of level road on which 
lost time was often furiously made 
up. 
This arrangement has not been 
made because it is thought the passen­ 
gers might object to the risks, but, in 
the words of Mr. Wilson, “because I 
believe our trotting horses will make 
more pace trotting than galloping, and 
galloping certainly does the horses no 
good.” 
The route varies considerably from 
that which the late Jam es Selby took 
in 1888 wTbeu he broke all records by 
driving the Old Times coach from Pic­ 
cadilly to Brighton aDd back in 
7 
hours 50 minutes. 
W alter Godden, who was Mr. Selby’! 
guard on that memorable run, is to 
perform the sam e office for Mr. Van­ 
derbilt in the summer. He bad never 
thought to be guard on a public coach 
again, 
and 
he 
is delighted 
beyond 
measure at being engaged for the Ven­ 
ture. 
T he most popular guard In England, 
he lots received many congratulations 
from old guards who were once his 
rivals on the road, and In order th at 
these old friends of his may not feel 
altogether out of It during the coming 
sum m er he has offered to present a 
coach horn as a prize if a horn blow ing 
competition among them can be ar­ 
ranged. 
Many encomiums have already been 
addressed to Mr 
Vanderbilt on his 
spirited endeavor to revive the glories 
of coaching 
One characteristic com­ 
m ent is as follows: 
“That a millionaire should come over 
to this country to revive an old wrorld 
method 
of traveling for the sheer 
oleasure of it is a high tribute to the 
fascination of coaching. 
Mr 
Vander­ 
bilt’s arrangements are on a scale so 
complete that little Is left to chance as 
concerns the running of the Venture. 
It will hardly he necessary to put up 
the old Edinburgh stage notice, ‘The 
coach 
will 
start 
on 
Tuesday, 
God 
wtillin’. whether or no on Wednesday 
morning.’ 
Whether Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s 
generous lead will 
be taken up on 
other old coaching roads remains to be 
seen. It Is to be hoped that more en­ 
thusiasts. even in these hustling times, 
will be found with the wealth, leisure 
and interest necessary to help to bring 
back the glories of the English road.”

“The French peasant who cnn live de­ 
cently on nothing a year and Mark­ 
ham’s ’man with the hoe' are not in­ 
dividuals to be em ulated,” he added. 
“People who ure going to retire from 
business when they have XI00.000 or a 
million can’t do It. 
lf they have wait­ 
ed until then to spend their money 
they don’t know how. 
We must cor­ 
relate saving und spending. 
We must 
learn to spend and educate ourselves 
as we go along 
The workman who 
works hard six days in the week does 
not know how to enjoy h im self. 
The 
half holiday each week is educating 
the workman to a higher standard of 
living. 
“Thrift leads often to a life that Is 
not admirable. 
The conditions of the 
early dw ellers in New England made 
the splendid qualities of puritanism, 
but they also created qualities wb’eh 
were p menace to society, and the 
Puritan conscience was one of them. 
Too much saving Is for the ludlvidua* 
advantage, but for the public disad­ 
vantage. 
“lf all the people put their money 
away investm ents would be of no ac­ 
count. 
Thrift may lead to niggardli­ 
ness. and there is a constant danger. 
It eats into the character. 
Even be­ 
ginning with saving for the family, it 
ends In neglecting the family to save. 
We must have som ething, but It is a 
constant danger.”

Professor Zueblln suggested collective 
saving In building associations, In In­ 
surance and fraternal organizations.
